This study and compilation was mado ns pari of tho 
investigations being conducted at Iho Northorn Regional 
Research Laboratory, Agricuitural Resoarcii Service, 
Peoria, iil., on industrial utilization of coreal grains and 
oilseed crops. The ARS Culture Collodion (with acronym 
NRRL) maintained here is one of the world’s largest 
and most complete collections of agriculturally and 
industrially important bacteria, yeasts, molds, and 
actinomycotes. This collection servos as a source of 
authentic micro-organisms for the fermontalivo produc- 
tion of organic acids, vitamins, antibiotics, enzymes, 
feeds, beverages, and foods. Also, it servos as a 
repository for strains concerned with patent applications 
and as a source of micro-organisms of value in studies 
on the pollution control and health aspects of the 
Department’s research in these areas.

MICRO-ORGANISM 
CULTURE COLLECTIONS: 
ACRONYMS AND ABBREVIATIONS

A most important aspect of the operation of a collection of micro-organisms 
involves recording histories of many strains, chroniciing. in chronicling, the 
designation of strains of micro-organisms by an acronym and number has be- 
come necessary for an orderly arrangement of thousands of strains currently 
under study in many laboratories, and also it provides an accurate reference 
for future students who will collate the results of research conducted with 
these materials. Many of the strains now under study will be adequately 
preserved for some time. Accurate, original designation and identity of that 
designation with progeny, descendants, or subcultures of particular strains 
is critical. 

Unfortunately, some of the early researchers either recognized no need for 
strain designations, or they believed it unnecessary. Some modern-day micro- 
biologists still follow this pattern. It is difficult to comprehend many reports on 
micro-organisms because of omissions in strain designations, omissions of 
characterizations of the strains under study, and lack of adequate provisions 
for preserving strains. 

Lack of provision for adequate preservation, of course, was no real fault of 
the early workers because some of the knowledge in this area had not yet been 
obtained, as lyophilization or liquid nitrogen preservation. Publications on 
StreptomycQS albus (Rossi Doria), Waksman and Henrici, 1943, are adequate 
examples where neglect of assigning acronyms and strain numbers and inability 
to preserve strains has led to much confusion. There are numerous contribu- 
tions on one or more functions of S. albus where no acronym, no strain number, 
or any kind of formal characterization is given and no strains were preserved. 
With the knowledge that the name appears to have been applied to at least two 
different kinds of streptomycetes (Pridham and Lyons*, Lyons and Pridham**], 
the uncertainties are evident that arise in attempting to collate and to generalize 
about functions or characteristics of this species. 

Hundreds of different collections of micro-organisms are known throughout 
the world, each with its own numbering system. Many of these collections

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maintain progeny of the same original strains obtained either from the person 
who first isolated the micro-organism or secondhand through culture collection 
exchange agreements and purchases, Thus, progeny of the same strain are 
available under many different designations. 

To more precisely identify such progeny, the acronym (abbreviation, sigla) 
of the collection where they are maintained serves as a prefix for the number. 
For example, NRRL 2209 is the acronym and strain number of progeny of 
Streptomyces aureofaciens Duggar 1948, strain Lederle A-377 maintained 
in the ARS Culture Collection of the Northern Regional Research Laboratory. 
The acronym, NRRL, now is known among culture collection specialists to refer 
to the ARS Culture Collection. The strain number 2209 indicates that this strain 
was the 2,209th accessioned into the permanent mold collection. 

Although streptomycetes are known to be bacteria, at the time of accession- 
ing, that issue was cloudy, and the decision was made to include U.S. patent 
deposition strains of streptomycetes in the permanent mold collection. This 
strain was the first patent deposition strain accessioned in the ARS Culture 
Collection in connection with a U.S. patent application. 

Only an accurate and complete chronicle can reveal the original identity of 
many strains each of which carries many different designations, the extent 
depending only upon the number of different collections which have acquired 
progeny of the micro-organism. For example, the original strain designation of 
Stm. aureofaciens was Lederle A-377. Thus, Lederle A-377 and NRRL 2209 
are designations for progeny of the same strain, 

As another example, Streptoverticillium abikoense (Umezawa et al.) Locci 
et al. 1969 is a proposed species whose type strain was originally num- 
bered Z-1-6atthe National Institute of Health of Japan (NIHJ). Therefore, the 
original strain designation was NIHJ Z-1-6. Progeny of this strain now carry 
the following different acronyms and numbers, among others: ATCC 12766 
(American Type Culture Collection], I MRU 3654 (Institute of Microbiology, 
Rutgers University). NRRL B-2133 (Northern Regional Research Laboratory). 
Theoretically, cultures designated by these acronyms and numbers all should 
exhibit the same characteristics, provided they have been maintained properly. 
Also considered are variations encountered among the various and sundry 
criteria used for characterization and description. 

As indicated before, there noware many culture collections located through- 
out the world, some quite reliable, others less so. Martin and Skerman'’ indi- 
cated that some 800 collections had been solicited for information to prepare 
their "World Directory of Collections of Microorganisms". Unfortunately, they 
neglected to include the acronyms for the collections they listed. Information 
may be obtained on acronyms by perusing many different culture collection 
catalogues: but none provides a complete list. Accordingly, it Is the purpose 
of this bulletin to provide the most complete listing to date, 

The list should be of value to culture collection personnel and researchers 
desiring precise information on strains they are studying or the location of 
collections where particular strains may be obtained. It was not possible to 
obtain complete addresses for some collections. Nevertheless, enough 
information is given to allow pursuit of any leads that may be indicated.

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Because the Russians use either English or Cyrillic letters in either English 
or Russian language publications, acronyms for the Russian collections are 
given in both languages. Where possible, the titles of non-U. S. organizations 
have been translated into English. Thus, the acronyms originally based on the 
organization titles in the native languages may not seem to be based on the 
initial letter of each important component of the title. 

Some collections have been abandoned for various reasons, yet their 
acronyms remain in the scientific literature, These also are included in the 
list. Some collections listed in the World Directory apparently have no known 
acronyms. In coining an acronym, directors of such collections are advised to 
study this list carefully to avoid duplication which could lead to confusion. 
A number of the acronyms listed herein are not included in the publication of 
Crowley and Thomas^ a comprehensive listing of many acronyms and 
initialisms covering many fields.
